The violence was similar to that 


enacted here and in Chemulpo In 
which 200 Chinese were believed 
to have been wounded In the past 
two days. It was attributed to a 
series of minor disputes which 
have caused ill-feeling among Chi- 
nese, Japanese and Koreans for 
months. 


Reports from Gensan said a crowd 


of 200 Koreans had attacked the 
Chinese quarters there but no de- 
tails were given.

The members accepted President 
Hans Luther's report and motions 
were not made to lower the gold 
and foreign coverage or relchbank 
notes. Nor did the board consid- 
er necessary the ralslnir of the 
discount rate to discourage further 
withdrawals from the exchange. 
It remains, however,

the 


bankers to decide what measure! 
are to be taken concerning credit 
restrictions. 
Whether these will 


be modified or made more severe 
depends entirely on the trend of 
the next few days. 


It is understood that steps will 
be taken to secure a $50,000,000 
gold discount credit which has 
been placed at the disposal of the 
gold discount bank by the interna- 
tional acceptance bank. No action 
has been taken concerning the 
$100,000,000 re-discount credit re- 
payable July 17 but it is practical- 
ly certain that the credit will be 
extended. 


Ion and Ambassador Edge had a 
long talk on the subject with Fi- 
nance Minister Flandin last night 
and while it was understood they 
made some progress, they 
ware 
unable to reach an agreement. 
It is recognized that this point

REMODELING WILL 


STARTEARLY DAY 


CONTRACT FOR EXTENSIVE 
WORK ON FIRST NATIONAL 


BE LET NEXT WEEK

Contract for the remodeling of 
the present quarters of the First 
National Bank is scheduled to be 
awarded early next week accord- 
ing to information received late 
Friday from M. T. Horn and H. 
O. Blanding, architects who pre- 
pared the plans for the Improve- 
ments. The cost is estimated at 
118,000 to $20,000. 
When completed the Corsicana 
financial institutnon will have one 
of the most modern and com- 
pletely equipr-d banking houses in 
Texas and will have made provis- 
ion for every item of comfort and 
convenience of the customers. 


A storm vestibule will be built 
about the front enarance, afford- 
ing protection to the 
customers 
in all kinds of weather. Two cen- 
tral panels in the ceiling will be 
removed and the second floor of 
the bank building, formerly oc- 
cupied by offices will become a 
mezzanine 
effect. 
The 
opening 


will be 131-2 by 32 feet, and will 
be surrounded by an ornamental 
bronze railing and grill work in 
keeping with the design of the 
fixtures now in use. 
Above the 
well opening will be an ornament- 
al skylight and ventilator. 
The present entrance In the rear 
of the building will be changed to 
the alley, and the door converted 
into a triple window of the same 
design as those now serving. An 
automatic 
push-button 
passenger 
elevator will be installed in the 
rear of the bank, and emergency 
iron stairs will also be installed 
to the new entrance in the alley. 
A new window will also be cut 
into the rear wall. 
The present directors' room on 
the first floor will be enlarged to 
171-2 by 26 feet, and will have a 
linotile floor and • other comfort 
features. 
Two new vaults will be erected 
on the second floor, one a cus- 
tomer's vault containing a large 
number of safety deposit boxes, 
and the other a bookkeepers' vault 
for the records of the bank; a fire 
proof storage room, and one pri- 
vate office will complete the sec- 
ond floor arrangement. All of the 
partitions will be removed on the 
second floor and the greater part 
of the space about the well utiliz- 
ed by the bookkeeping, department. 
All of the floors will be covered 
with linoleum. 
The bank vaults will have the 
latest type of ventilating devices 
installed and will be protected by 
standard grade "A" burrlar alarm 
systems, with electrically sensitive 
protectors. 
A ladles rc;t room 
will also be provided on the sec- 
ond floor. 
The bank will be well ventilat- 


ed when the repairs and remodel- 
ing is completed, the air in the 
bank being changed 
completely 
every thirty minutes, and in the 
attic space every 15 minutes. 
The main banking room on the 


lower floor will be redecorated, 
the walls being finished in a Caen 
stone effect, and -'treated 
with 
acousti to insure quiet for the con- 
duct of the business. 
v Work will be started as soon 
as possible, and it is expected that 
it will be completed in about sixty 
days.

DUKE OF AOSTA, PROMINENT 


ITALIAN SOLDIER-NOBLEMAN, 


DIED IN TURIN SATURDAY

TUP.IN, Italy, July 
4.—(JP)—The 
Duke of Aosta died at 1:30 o'clock 
this afternoon. 


The Duke of Aosta had a nota- 
ble career as a soldier of Italy. 
Coming from a family of kings, 
he was 
prominently mentioned 
several times as a candidate for a 
throne, and the fact that he never 
attained that goal is said to have 
been one of the most biWer disap- 
pointments ir. the life of the duch- 
ess. King Victor-Emmanuel II of 
Italy was the duke's grandfather; 
King Humbert""'! v/as his uncle, 
and King Victor Emmanuel III 
was his first cousin. 'The duke's 
father, Prince Amedeo of Savoy, 
from whom he inherited his title, 
nlso was a King for a time, hav- 
ing .reigned over Spain during a 
stormy period of the early seven- 
ties. 
The Prince of Savoy was 
elected king by the Spanish Cortes 
in November," 1870, and occupied 
'.he throne until February, 1873, 
when, ab3ndoned by his partisans, 
he signed his abdication' and re- 
turned to Italy. 


The throne of Italy was 
kept 
dazzling -before the 'eyes of thn 
Duke of Aosta several years and 
it was while his prospects seemed, 
brightest for a kingdom that he 
married Helene of Orleans, daugh- 
ter of the late Count of Paris,' re- 
garded as one of the most beauti- 
ful women of European nobility. 
While Victor Emmanuel III was 
still Prince of Naples, his health 
became so impaired that the duke 
was generally looked upon through- 
out Italy as the heir presumptive 
to the throne. However, with the 
regaining of health by the young 
prince and his subsequent succes- 
sion to .the throne,, the chances of 
the Duke of Aosta vnnlnhefl.' lie 
became a staunch supporter of ilia 
cousin and frequently was selected 
by the king to represent the reign- 
ing family 
at royal 
functions 
throughout. Europe. 
Among 
the 
qyents which he attended as rep- 
resentative of the king' were 
the 
weddings of the former crown 


prince of Germany in 1905 and of 
King Alfonso of Spain in 1906, and 
the coronation of King Gocrge'and 
Queen Mary of England in 1911. 


During the latter part of 
the 
World War when the Allies pro- 
posed to depose King Constantino 
of Greece, the Duke of Aosta was 
mentioned as his successor. 
His 
name was brought to the front in 
connection with the 
throne 
of 
Italy again in 1919, during the po- 
litical crisis resulting from the for- 
ward march of the Socialists. The 
latter rad determined upon a dem- 
onstration against the king dur- 
ing his speech from the throne at 
the opening of parliament, 
and 
in order to avoid this, one element 
of conservatives went so far asrto 
suggest 'the abdication of the king 
in favor of the Duke of Aosta. The 
latter expressed his willingness to 
step into the king's shoes in the 
event of his abdication. 


During the war the duchess also 
distinguished herself as a 
Red 
Cross nurse and for her servicss 
received a silver medal from the 
Italian government. Tha two sons 
of the duke and duchess fought ir. 
the World War. 
The Duke of Aosta, born Jan. 


13, 1869, was the eldest son . of 
Prince Amedeo of Savoy (Duke of 
Aosta) and Maria VHtoria, Prin- 
rnother was a member of the fa- 
mous house of Merode, and from 
her he inherited a large fortune. 
During the World War a great 
part of his income was cut off 
while the Germans occupied Bel- 
gium, in which country his coal 
mines and estates are said to have 
vielded an income of $300,000 
a 
year. 
He married Helen of Or- 
leans in England in 1895. 
.The 
duchess, who alos possessed enor- 
mous wealth, was a younger sister 
of the- former Quncen of Portugal 
und of the Bourbon-Orleanlst pre- 
tender to the French throne. 
The duke was' 'an enthusiastic 
horseman and automobllist and, 
like his brother, the Duke of Ab- 
luzzi, had traveled extensively.

000,000 was loaned. 


No figures on the total to date 
are 
available. 
The 
repayments 
have come from 
practically all 


of the drought states. 


G. L. Hoffman,

seed loan office, said the small 
amounts of some checks are ac- 
counted for by the require .c.it 
that the proceeds of the first crops 
marketed must be used to repay 
the loans. 
In some cases, farm- 
ers have sold a hamper of vege- 
tables and forwarded a money 
order. 
Several -good sized checks have 
come from Texas where the new 
wheat crop Is moving. 
But the 
heavier payments will not come 
until several weeks from now.

read. 


"Therefore, we favor the princi- 
ple of voluntary child bearing, 
believing that it sacramentalizes 
physical union and safeguards the 
well being of the family and so- 
ciety." 


Mr. Parry vigorously opposed 


the recommendation of recogni- 
tion of Soviet Russia in an ad- 
dress last night, denouncing com- 
munism as '"the deadly enemy of 
home and religion." 


In reply Colonel Robins, who 
was in Russia as a represetative 
of the Red Cross, concurred in 
the 
denuncial 
i of communism, 
but said recognition of a nation 
did not constitute endorsement of 
its political principules. 


Other proposals approved were

"In some quarters «o complete 
Is the breakdown of local self- 
government that for years it has 
found no vulnerable spot in the 
armor of

super-bandit who 
..threatens the lives and property 
of the citizens until finally the 
national government must strike 
him in his achilles heel of income 
tax evasion." 
The secretary of war .criticized 


those who "would condone the 
steady 
encroachment 
of 
bu- 
reaucracy" and characterized the 
unemployment dole as "the most 
unsound and renumblng soporific 
ever recommended as a pallita- 
tive for an economic ill." 
American achievements, he said 
constitute a "record of the tri- 
umph of Individual Initiative and 
courage." 
Hurley said the business depres- 
sion, through which the country 
is now passing "does not repudi- 
ate 
our 
economic system" 
but 


"It has indicated to us the neces- 
sity of improving our economic 
system by providing for a greater 
and 
more equitable distribution 


of wealth and by stabilizing the 
basic economic forces of the na- 
tion." 
Asserting that it has been diffi- 
cult through the strains of war 
and the stress of rapid peace-time 
development to maintain a per- 
fect balance between the states 
and national government, Hurley 
quoted Thomas Jefferson as call- 
ing for state enforcement of po- 
lice powers.

A GESTURE OF PEACE. 


Some economy might be 


effected thrgugh the pro- 
p o s e d 
abandonment of 


Guam as a naval station 
and its transferral to the in- 
terior department as civil- 
ian territory, but if the gov- 
ernment makes the move it 
will be prompted by politi- 
cal rather than budgetary 
reasons. 


Guam is part of tha Pa- 


cific area in which the par- 
ties to the Washington con- 
ference agreed to maintain 
the status quo as to fortifi- 
cations.

cannot 
strengthen 


them without violating a 
treaty, or until the pact is 
dissolved.

It has been remarked fre- 


quently that the safest po- 
sition in Europe is that of 
being small and unwarlike. 
Winners of the last war, it

A corre- 


spondent of the Journal de 
Geneve makes this sage ob- 
servation: 


"Denmark has pushed to 


its final consequences in the 
economic 
domain in 
the 


principle of security and the 
will to peace. The Danish 
economic regime is based 
on the supposition of peace; 
it ignores the need of nation- 
al defense, and the result is 
that Europe in ruins, Den- 
mark maintains prosperity. 
Denmark does not protect 
those agricultural products 
which it cannot grow in 
good conditions; thus the 
raw materials of agriculture 
are cheap, and Denmark 
sells its fabricated agricul- 
tural 
products advantage- 


ously."

LONDON, July 3.—(F)—An

conference 


of 40 or 50 noted economists and 
business leaders who would formu- 
late a new plan against .world 
blundering in the economic maze 
was proposed here today by Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University, New York. 
Such a conference, Dr. Butler 
said, would take advantage of the 
psychology produced by President 
Hoover's war debt proposal. 
''The Hoover plan is just a thin- 
edged wedge," he said. "We have 
been walking backwards for ten 
years now. It is time we got rid 
of post-war, psychology and began 
to walk forward. The world has 
gone ahead ten years while we 
have been operating under 
old 


systems. 
''I would like to have an Inter- 
national conference 
of 20 or 25 
leading economists and 20 or 20 
men of practical 
affairs—having 


liOthlng whatsoever to do with gov- 
ernments—meet at some industrial 
or financial centar such as Am- 
sterdam, Milan, Manchester, Basic 
or Cologne. They should not meet 
in America. 
"I would like to have these men 
lay down a series of proposals for 
better organization' of the world 
and suggest stes to be taken quick- 
1 or economic recovery. 
•'If 
these men 
could 
quickly 


agree their findings would make 
a tremendous -appeal to 
public 


opinion at this moment."
